Some 
of the prince's party tried to dissuade 
him from making the trip, but like a 
true sailorman he paid no heed to the 
elements. Tlie usual cavalry rt?c-ort 
was dispensed with today, and onl> 
the detail of mounted police officers 
and a bicycle sq-iacl accompanied iho 
party. The guard ot honor continued 
on duty, however, their 
guns and 


great coats diipjung with the deluge. 
Pnnee Henry 
was accompanied by 


Adjutant Von BisendecKer, but as this 
was puro-ly a naval trip the German 
ambassador and the civilirn mombois 
of the embassy staff did not accompa- 
ny the party. Prince Henry wore the 
undress uniform ot admiral 
oj 
the 


German navy, with a heavy naval 
cape thrown over his shoulders and 
the naval service cap. With him in the 
carriage rode General 
Corbin and 


Captain Cowles, naval aide to Pi evi- 
dent Roosevelt. In the following car- 
riage were General Sanger, assist- 
ant secretary of war, and 
Adjutant 


Von Eisendecker. This party was 
joined at the depot by a num- 
ber of the naval and military officers 
of the prince's suite and of the Ger- 
man embassy. In the party were Sec- 
retary Long, Senatoi Hale of Maine, 
chairman oi the senate committee on 
naval aftans; Representative Foss of 
Illinois, chairman of the house com- 
mittee on naval affairs; Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Peirce, 
Admirals 


Bowles, Bndicott, Kenney, O'Neill and 
Bradford, 
Commander Cowles. Cap- 


tains Sigsbee and Lemly, General 
Haywai'd of the 
marine corps and 


Chief Wilkie of the secret service. Ad- 
miral E/ans did not accompany the 
party owing to a lame knee. The rain 
was falling in torrents as the train 
pulled out. The doings at Annapolis, 
no matter hew rapidly they 
are 


shoved along, will take up the greater 
part of the day, when the time ccn- 
suraed on the railroad is taken into 
account. Then there is the farewell 
visit to the president and a dinner at 
the Geriran embassy. After that a lot 
of German societies are going to sing 
for his highness at the embass>. and 
a speech is expected in. response At 
midnight the special train starts that 
is to take Prince Henry on his. long 
southern, western and eastern, jour- 
ney. It is evpected that the tired vis- 
itos will get a good rest in at least the 
first end of this trip. Assistant Sccrc- 
tay Hill said that the schedule had 
been made with that end in view. The 
speed will be slow/and between here 
and Chattanooga only three stops will 
no m*i4e involving the appearance of 
the prince. These are at Pitteburg, 
twenty minutes; at Columbus, twenty 
minutes, and at Cincinnati, ten min- 
utes. Prince-Henry said on arriving 
here that he never before had slept so 
well on a railroad train, and members 
t>f his suite have said that even the 
train on which the German emperor 
travels is not so comfi rtfblo l>y a 
good deal, so far as accommodations 
for the suite are- concerned.

juice, skins, etc., they kwe the liquid 
for about three v eelcs to ferment. The 
wine thus made is consideied fit 
to 


diinj< in about three month* after the 
frui,t has besen plucked. The wine thus 
made is consumed in the long winter 
evenings by the Sherai/i men, whose 
wine-bibbing propensities aie notori- 
ous and reprobated thi oughout Oman. 
Th* Arabs of the interior, being a tem- 
pei^ate and abstemious i ace. regai d the 
constant manufacture of wine in their 
very midst by these Persia ««« as a scan- 
dal to their icligion. and do not permit 
the production of sphituou'. liquor in 
any other part of theoountrj, so far as 
I am -aware.

horseradish farms from which prac- 
tieaMy all the states in the union draw 
their supply. The horseradish district 
is just within the city's coi-orat lim- 
its in the valley below the Kiverview 
cemetery, states the New York Sun. 


There are set en hor&eradish fieWsin 


the tract, ranging in area from eight to 
fifty acres. The weather figures as a 
,1 actor mdetermining the crop, because 
hea\y dews aid the development of the- 
plant. But the<river,or rather the rich, 
coarse sand that flows with it from the 
head of the tide water, is the regulator 
of goqd and bad horseradish crops. 


A successful horseradish farm must 


be situated -where inundations occur. 
The flow of water over the radish bed 
freshens the roots and gives the gi ound 
that richness and sogginess accessary 
to malce it productive of large crops. 


$ a year, and sometimes more fre- 


qnently, the Delaware, as if by instinct, 
creeps across the land that divides it 
from the radish fields and keeps them, 
well watered for a few days at a time. 


Snow, or the water into which it 


meltSjhas no effect on the radish fields. 
The water from snow is too free from j 
foreign substances to make it benefi- i 
tial. The crop requires the muddy river 
water, containing manure and other 
like ingredients. 


In the insect world there is only one 


known enemy of the horsedradish, and 
that is the ant. It deposits eggs on the 
sprouts and yearly destroys large 
crops. Innumerable remedies have 
been applied in an effort to eradicate 
this pest, but it is still doingbusiness. 


Men are employed throughout the 


setting out season to fight the ants and 
*emo\e the harmful weeds that grow 
up among the radish plants. The ut- 
most care is necessary in watching the 
horseradish. 


The preparatory work of raising 


horseradish begins about March 1. 
The ground is ploughed and the radish 
i* planted very much as the potato. It 
grows rapidly and about May 1 a fine 
broad leaf begins to spread about hip 
high. 


This is called the cedar leaf or winter 


top and about September it presages 
•the approach of the harvesting season. 
When the top of this leaf begins to 
droop and die then vigorous dlggingbe- 
gins. The harvest extends through No- 
vember. 


Not all of the crop ig taken irom the 


ground in the fall. 
A considerable 


quantity is allowed to remain so that 
the spring trade rnay not be ignored. 
The first leaf, or summer top, makes its 
appearance on the radishes just about 
the time that the plowing 
of the 


ground for the fall crop is started. The 
summer radishes are taken up in the 
early spring, and after being hhippec 
away to the buyers their former berths 
in the ground are soon occupied by 
plants for the fall sales. 


The horseradishes are sold to the 


dealers by the ton load. A good crop 
will bring two tons to tfye acre, the 
market price for which if $5 a hundred 
pounds. Some A ears, affo the r«Kcrs 
got $8 a hundred, but competition ha 
had its effect upon Ihe price. 
The 


giowthof the radish is not so heavy as 
ten years ago, a circumstance which 
the raisers cannot explain.

Strips then,are lightly toenailed to the 
matrix, the one-half inch strips being 
easily bent to the circular form. The 
second' layer of strips is nulled to the 
first with small wire nails, and then as 
tho. ring grows heavier nails may be 
used. This building out process contin- 
ues until there are eight half inch 
strips nailed together, thus making a 
strong band which is two Inches thick, 
four inches wide and of any desired 
diameter.

United States mail service are to have 
an increase in pay. They have been 
looking for it, hoping for it, longing 
for it ever since the first few months 
of the establishment of the service. 
Now, 
at last, it is to come And it is 


hoped bj the carrieis that this raise 
iw but the entering wedge. 


Postmaster Baitlett received word 


from Washington yesterday that on 
and after March 1 the pay of all rural 
carriers previous to that time receiv- 
ing $500 per annum would be iGOO. 
while those receiving less would have 
an increase ot twenty per cent. 


The poor pay of rural free delivery 


carriers has been notoriously small. 
Many of the bes,t men wao ha^ e en- 
tered the sen ice, both in Manchester 
and elsewhere, have lett the service 
alter an experience ot more or less 
brevity because they could not maKe 
a living at it. It costs something to 
keep a horso and most carriers find 
that to cover their twenty to twcnty- 
five miles ot route daily in all sorts 
of weather requires two horses so 
that they may change off ,and two 
horses and wagon repairs eat a big- 
tcer portion of $500 per year than one 
would imagine without trying the ex- 
periment of living out of what ic left. 


It has been a standing joke that 


Uncle Sam paid his rural carriers 
$300 a year for their horses and ?400 
lor themsel\es. 


It has been supposed that the mea- 


gieness of their pav was due to the 
tact that until within a year thc ser- 
vice has been looked upon as more 
ol an experiment than anything else. 
Now having pio\ed its worth and be- 
come a fixture, it is thought that the 
niral carriers will be put on more of 
ar> equality with Ihe city carriers. 


It is not necessary to say that the 


news of the increase was received in 
Portsmouth with ploasuie by ihe1 local 
carriers.

John McPherson Gently Turned Down 


by the County Solicitor. 


John McPherson of \uburn arrived 


in town Fiiday 
iron: 
Manchester 


where he introduced himselt and said 
that he had come to make complaint 
against nine alleged liquor dealers do- 
ing business in that town. 


He informed the county solicitor 


ihpt he himself, for ihe past seven 
vears up to several months, had been 
hartcnder for his brother, William Me 
Pberson, at Auburn; that he and his 
wife had become bound by a bond to 
purchase fiom ex Senator 
Timothy 


Howard, of Manchester, and one Mc- 
Gowan, of Manchester, the old "Di- 
dace Guilbert" place, and had paid a 
small part of the pttichase down. 


He at first informed the~ solicitor 


that his only object in wishing to 
make this complaint was that the sell- 
ing by the alleged liquor dealers in 
Auburn disturbed the quiet of 
his 


neighborhood. He said he hai no per- 
sonal knowledge that any o£ the per- 
sons at Auburn wete doing business, 
with the exception of his brother, "Wil- 
liam, against whom he seemed to be 
particularly bitter. He also informed 
the solicitor that he and his 
wife 


bought the Guilbert place hoping to 
be able to sell liquors, and that if he 
had been allowed to sell, the value ot 
his place would have 
more 
than 


doubled; and he also stated that un- 
less he could sell he proposed to »ee 
that the othr places were shut up. 


The solicitor, after listening to his 


story, informed him that, on his own 
statement as to his mode ot livelihood 
and motives he was not a person of 
good character, as required by sec- 
tion 2 of chapter 87, of the laws of 
1803; and this, together with the fact 
that his evidence in all cases com- 
plained of, with the exception of one 
(his brother William's) was hearsay, 
determined the solicitor to refuse to 
receive his complaint. 


Mr. McPhergon 
was 
finally 
in- 


formed by the solicitor that if any 
person of good character should come 
to him with probable proof of viola- 
tion of chapter 112 of the Public Stat- 
utes, he would issue whatever war- 
rants were necessary
